BUT IF YOU ARE AMERICANS BE PRE-
PARED FOR A SIEGE.

Documents of All Hinds and Witoesses
Must Be Fresented to the Civil Fuane-
tionary—The Trials of a Young Couple
of Americans In Berlin,

It is often almost impossible for an
American to secure the papers necessnry
to make a European marriage valid, es-
pecially in Germany. The lovers ara fre-
quently obliged to wait until they can
repair to some less inquisitive land,
where a priest or legal functionary will
consent to unite them withont asking
superfluous questions.  When the con-
tracting parties are themselves Earo-
peans, the formalities are probably for-
midable enough, for besides the notnal
marringe papers there are settlement
papers and varions preliminary doen-
ments to be deawn up. Bat if you are an
Ameriean of course yon are a suspicions
charnoter, and yon will find it even
doubly difficult to marry the girl of
yonur choice. Yon must first prove your
right to live and breathe and have your
being, and yonr hbride must prove her
right to live and breathe and have her
being, and your father, and your moath-
er, and your bride's father, and your
bride's maother must also prove that they
were born in due rime and have lived
irrepfonchably ever after, and in case
they no longer exercise the functions of
living, breathing and having their be-
ing it must be shown that they coased
to do o in a sober and godlike manner.
All this and much more must be set
forth in & gunod erat demon strandum
fashion by means of docoments before
you will be allowed to bend your neck
to the conjugnl yoke.

The truth of these romarks was illus-
trated a few weeks ago in Berlin, when
the happiness of two young Americana
hung for a long time in the balance un-
til Gesman suthorities finally consented
to let them join hands and hearts. Thae
young man was an Egyptologist and
found it necessary to be in Egypt at a
cartnin time. He hoped to take his bride
with him, but almost up to the last mo-
ment he was uncertain whether he
shounld have a bride to take.

The Germans
never transact any business except in
the presence of witnesses, If yom quar-
rel with the guard on a milway train,
he immedintely smmmons another gaard,
not # settle the dispute, but to witness
it !my put their two solemn heads to-
gether, shake them at esch other and at
yon, make copious notes of the facts
and finally tnke themsclves off. This
bridal couple and friends were silently
surveyed by the band of witnesses
Then the bride was placed in one chair
and the bridegroom in another at a re-
spectful distance. The papers were pro-
duced. The bride told all sbout herself,
and the bridegroom told all about him-
self, and the friends and witnesees told
all aboat both of them. The mother of
the bride assured the assembled com-
pany that this man was not insidiously
defrauding her of her daughter. The
company begnn to breathe more freely.
The bridegroom heaved a sigh of relief.
The tired bride moved in her chair
wearily. But the Yegal functionary was
not going to let them off so easily. He
shook his head over the papers, pursed
up his lips and then torned on the
whale crowd and ssked them fiercely for
their passports. Of course no one had
such o thing about him, so the jaded
bridegroom had to rush off in  drogky
10 secure as many as Were Necessary.
' Meantime o German couple anppeared.
Their papers, of course, were all right
The German bridegroom took possessicn
of the American bridegroom's vacant
chair, and the American bride, who, by
this time, was almost in tears, yielded
her seat to the Germnn bride. By the
time they hud been safely lannched upon
the sen of married lifo tho passports had
been found, and the Americans again
took the chairs and were finnlly made
man and wife, to the satisfaction of the
legal functionary, themselves and their
friends,

That wasn't all, of course, They had
to rush off, after the legal functionary's
fee bad been paid, to do honor to the
ordinary conventionalities, array them-
selves in festul robes and be married
agnin by a minister who spoke the Eng-
lish tongue, shake hands with their 500
friends and cafch the first train for
Egypt.—Berlin Cor.

VALUABLE WOODS.

Wany of the Finest Kinds In Existence
Flentiful, but Almost Unknown.

Many of the finest woods in existancs
are yet unknown or only slightly
known to the manufacturers of wood
in the civilized world The woods of
Central and South America are perhaps
the most remarkable as well as the best
known. In the yet untouched forests of
this continent are many woods far finer
than any of those now im uwse. Those
woods range from pure white to jet
black in ocolor, and many of them are
most beautifully marked and veined.
Some of them are so hard that they
turn the edges of axes, chisels and other
tools, while the band saw cuts them
only slowly.

In the Columbian exposition there
were many displays of little known
woods, and the finest of them werp those
from Argentine Republic, Brazil and
other South American countrics. Some
of these sonthern woods yielded to the
tecth of the band saw not the ordinary
sawdust, but fine powder, fine as the
finest flour, so h¥rd were the woods
Bome of them burned but slowly. Oth-
ers possess qualities that keep them free
from insects. Some of them secm to be
practically indestruetible by sir and
water.

All along the enstern slopes of the
Andes, op to the snow line on those
great elevations, throoghount all the
great river valleys and in some of the
wide areas of level conntry in South
Americn are great forests of fine woods
that are specinlly fit for the finest cabi-
pet and forniture work, and also for
shipbuilding, earpentry and other in-
dustrinl arts in which wood is tho raw
muterial, These great forests ars now
an unknown gquantity in the commereial
world, buf they will come rapidly into
the knowledge of men and intu indus-
trial use when once the railroad has
reached them.

Before many years, it is safe to pre-
dict, the Souih American and Central
American republics will be threaded by
raflroads, and then those wonderfnl
woods will be drawn upon to supply the
demand for new and fine woaods in all
alvilized countries.—Lumber World.

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TYPHOON IN MANILLA
APPROACH OF THE TERRIBLE WIND
AND EFFECTS OF ITS VISIT.
The Inhabliants Are Warned by Siguals
asd Have Ample Time For Preparstion.

Breaks Up With Deadly Squalls and
Closes Im Devastating Fiooda.

Early in the eventful week warnings
came from our excellent observatory |
that tronble was hrewing down on the |
Pacifie to the south and enst, and about
Friday the No. | typhoon signal was |
displayed. The news respecting the
storm was indefinite, bot the villain
was supposed to bo moving northwaest,
headed directly for us. Saturday up
went signal No. 2, and in the afternoon
No. 8, and in the evening No. 4. Still
everything was calm and peaceful, and
Sanday morning dawned plensant but |
for the exception of a haze. Early in
the forenoon up went signal No. 6,
which is only three from the worst one
that oan be put ap—No. 8, and now ev-
erybody began to geb ready fur the in-
visible monster. All the steamers and
ships in the river put out extra oables,
and the former got up steam. No craft
of any kind were permitted to go out of
the river, and the Heet of ships in the
bay appeared to be puotting oub their
spare anchors. Btill everything was
calm, but the haze thickened, and low
sand clouds began to eail in from the
China sea.

Just after we finished tiffin, at our
little seaside house, onr guze wos riv-
eted on & native coming down the street,
dressed in a black coat, with shirt hang-
ing out beneath, in true Philippine cns-
tom, and wearing white trousers and a
tall hat. He carried a sort of decorated
cans, marched down the center of the
street and gave ntterance to golemn sen-

o

timents in a deep, musical voice. In
short, he was the official crier tn herald
the coming typhoon, and s ke marched
along the bells in the old chorch rang

out a wild, warning plea. The patives |
opposite ns hastily began to sling ropes |

over the roofs of their light nipa shan-
tles, and one of the English fellows
who lives just back of uvg had already
stretehed good sized cables over the
tall, sloping tin roof of his domicila. A
gort of hush provailed, and then sndden
gusts began to blow in off the bay. The
send clonds inoreased and appeared to
be in a terrible rush. The roar of the
surf became londer and louder, and one
after another of our oyster shell win-
dows had to be shutt The typhoon was
advancing slowly, but its course was
sure.

Our 8 o'clock dinner passed, and now
the wind began to howl. Befors going
to bed we moved out of our little parlor
such valoables as might be most missed
by being earried through the air, in case
onr roof came off, and went to bed
amid a terrifio din. Sleep was impossi-
ble. Our house trembled lile a blushing
bride before the altar, and for a trinm-
phal exit—weddiog march—the tin was
suddenly ripped off our secondary rain
shed roof like so much paper. Grent
pieces of tin were slapping around and
up against the hownse and would have
sawed & head or hand off had one at-
tempted to poke iteelf outside. At 3:80
a m. we took a look into the “‘saln.'”
No glass would have stood the gnsts
that came pouncing in from the bay,
but our oyster shells did not yield. The
noise outside was deafening. The house
hung together, and wa were thankful
that we were notoff in the bay. The
wind lnlled in the enrly morning, and
at 9 5. m. came some of the most ter-
rible changes of wind, the deadliest
squnlls and most tarrific blowings [ ever
felt, Down came all the wires in the
main street; over went half a dozen
nipas on one side of us; crack, bang,
broke off some great venerable trees
The street was a maoss of wrecknge as
far as we could see, and few signs of
life were visible,

All the rest of the day the winds
blew most fiorcely, but we counld see
that the center of the typhoon was pass-
ing off to the northwest. I sallied ont
in the afternoon and managed to keep
along behind the houses and reached
the Lunetn, whero all the lamps bent
their heads, with broken glass, and
whera the huge waves were flying far
up info the air a8 they dashed against
the sea wall. Theclnmps of fishing and
bathing houses were battered in pisces,
and thoso which weren't minus roofs
and sides were washed up into the road
a8 mere driftwood, The natives were
out grabbing logs, while the fishermen's
families were cronching behind o stone
wall watching their wrecked ‘‘barns'
and were sifting on their saucepans,
furnitare and babies to keep them from
sailing skyward., The vessels out in the
bay were throwing the surf high over
their bows. Onme of them seemed to be
ashore and her stern very near the break-
ers, A steamer had broken adrift and
run into another, losing all her anchors
and chain, But all things have an end,
and at night the winds and rains sub-
sided. The typhoon was wide in diam-
eter, and so was not a8 destructive as
the one in 1882,

After the typhoon came the floods, and
the river overflowed and flooded ull the
adjacent low conntry. The water cov-
ered the road to the clab to the depth
of three feet, and two of my friends were
nearly drowned by trying todrive when
they should have rowed. The poor pony
walked off into the field, in the dark-
ness, by mistake, into eight feet of water
and wons drowned. The boys nearly got
stnck inside the trap, but managed to
save themselves, As it was, one had to
resens the other and has been since
presented with & gold wateh. O was
giving a dinner dance the next evening
when word came that the festivities
wonld be postponed till terra firma ap-
peared. But the show is all over, and
business, which bas been paralyzed for
n week, once more starts ap. —Cor, Bos-
ton Transcript.

FORDING A CHINESE RIVER,

Pits Dug In the Stream’s Bed by Gaides
%o Trap the Unwary.
Traversing the country from sonth
west to northeast and in a pouring rain,
we visited the villages of Si-kon-ving,
Hao-kwel-ying and Sang-yein. Here the
women, dressed in their best clothes,
stood watching w8 on the doorsteps,
which would have been guite a pretty
sight, with their multicolor jupons and
tronsers, had the effect not been partly
spoiled by the borrible deformity of
their feet squeesed into microseopic
ghoes. I possess a pair of these shoes as
worn by & mandarin's wife, and the
length of them is only 8 inches. Toward
noon we reached Ya-lo-wan, on the
banks of the Hung-ho river, a miserable
village on a minuvsonle hill of yellow

earth. The river had to be waded.

A Chinaman—a beggar, I thought—
volunteered to take ‘animals and men
safely scross for a sum of money, for he
said there were large holes in the river
bed, in which our animals would have
lost their footing had we crossed by
ourselves. I would not employ him, as
I hate to be imposed upon by humbugs,
and knowing the little way which these
gentlemen have of digging large holes
on purpose in the river bed while dry in
sammer, 80 a8 to extort money from
timid travelers, I proceeded to *‘sell”
him,

I guided my mules not right across
the waiw, for the holes are generally
dug where most nnaware people are
likely to cross, but & few yards farther
ap, therefore Ilanding every one safe
on the other side, with the exeception of
one donkey, who, in striot similarity
with all the evil spirits of China, insist-
ed on going on his own acconnt in o
strnight line in front of his nose, with
the result that when he reached the
middle of the gtream he fell into one
of the boles, and with the weight of the
load be was carrying disappeared. Only

the point of his ears could be seen wag- |-

ging out of the water. The holeman, if
I may call him so, who had eagerly
been watching for this, ran in the wa-
ter to his rescone and saved his life, for
which act I duly rewarded him.
